Recently in my \readirtg in books 


that seem all too typical of much 
current literature 1 have seen sex- 
ual relations, even of the' most so- 
rdid kind, characterized as "love." 


For those who know what loVe 


between man and womah can be 
— in admiration, devotion — and 
a sharing in the deepest measure 
of all that life can give, to speak 
of such sordid relations as "love" 
is to make one cringe with revuls- 
ion. 


From that lowest conception there 


are gradations of somewhat higher 
and better meaning, but they still 
fall short of the love that Jesus 
meant when he gave His1 new com- 
mandment (John 13:34), and of thfe 
love that Paul defined and analyzed 
in his supreme chapter, the thir- 
teenth of First Corinthians.

Recently in my \readirtg in books 


that seem all too typical of much 
current literature 1 have seen sex- 
ual relations, even of the' most so- 
rdid kind, characterized as "love."

— in admiration, devotion — and 
a sharing in the deepest measure 
of all that life can give, to speak 
of such sordid relations as "love" 
is to make one cringe with revuls- 
ion.

Recently in my \readirtg in books 


that seem all too typical of much 
current literature 1 have seen sex- 
ual relations, even of the' most so- 
rdid kind, characterized as "love."

rent use has a great many mean- 
ings, often in strange contrast 'With 
one another. 


Recently in my \readirtg in books 


that seem all too typical of much 
current literature 1 have seen sex- 
ual relations, even of the' most so- 
rdid kind, characterized as "love." 


For those who know what loVe 


between man and womah can be 
— in admiration, devotion — and 
a sharing in the deepest measure 
of all that life can give, to speak 
of such sordid relations as "love" 
is to make one cringe with revuls- 
ion. 


From that lowest conception there 


are gradations of somewhat higher 
and better meaning, but they still 
fall short of the love that Jesus 
meant when he gave His1 new com- 
mandment (John 13:34), and of thfe 
love that Paul defined and analyzed 
in his supreme chapter, the thir- 
teenth of First Corinthians.

BE FT RESOLVED by the 'House of 
Representatives of the State of Ark- 
ansas, and by the Senate: a Major- 
ity of all the Members Elected to 
Each House Agreeing Thereto:

AMENDMENT- NO. 45 
BE FT RESOLVED by the 'House of 
Representatives of the State of Ark- 
ansas, and by the Senate: a Major- 
ity of all the Members Elected to 
Each House Agreeing Thereto: 
THAT THE FOLLOWING is hereby 
proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, 
and upon being 
submitted

electors of the State for approval or 
rejection at the next general elec- 
tion for

ators, if a majority of the electors 
voting thereon, at such an election,

BE FT RESOLVED by the 'House of 
Representatives of the State of Ark- 
ansas, and by the Senate: a Major- 
ity of all the Members Elected to 
Each House Agreeing Thereto:

AMENDMENT- NO. 45 
BE FT RESOLVED by the 'House of 
Representatives of the State of Ark- 
ansas, and by the Senate: a Major- 
ity of all the Members Elected to 
Each House Agreeing Thereto: 
THAT THE FOLLOWING is hereby 
proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas,

AMENDMENT NO, 44 
BE IT RESOLVKD by the Senate ot 
the State of Arkansas ami by th« 
House of Representatives, a Major- 
ity of all the Members Elected ta 
Each House Agreeing Thereto: 
That the following la hereby proposed 
as an amendment to the Constitution
